GENERAL  INFORMATION 


REGISTRATION 

Classes  begin  during  the  week  of  June  11,  and  meet  for  10  weeks  unless  stated  otherwise 
in  the  schedule.  All  classes  meet  in  the  evening. 

Procedure:  Registration  must  be  completed  in  person  or  by  a relative  or  friend,  but  not 
by  mail.  Transcripts  of  previous  education  are  not  required.  High  school  graduation 
or  the  equivalent  is  a general  prerequisite  for  all  courses.  In  addition,  the  more 
advanced  courses  have  specific  prerequisites  which  are  listed  in  the  course  descrip- 
tions in  the  Graduate  School  catalog.  Copies  of  the  catalog  are  available  in  personnel 
and  training  offices  of  your  agency,  or  you  may  obtain  one  from  the  Graduate  School 
office.  Copies  are  also  available  at  registration  time. 

Fees:  In  general  tuition  is  $12  per  credit  hour,  payable  at  the  time  of  registration. 
Arrangements  may  be  made  to  pay  half  of  the  tuition  plus  $1.00  service  charge  at 
registration.  The  second  payment  is  due  by  June  22. 

Late  registration:  After  June  9,  a $2.00  per  course  late  registration  fee  is  charged.  Late 
registrations  are  accepted  through  June  15. 

Course  transfer:  Until  June  15,  students  may  transfer  from  one  course  to  another  with- 
out extra  charge.  After  June  15,  there  is  a transfer  fee  of  $1.00  and  transfers  may 
be  made  only  with  the  permission  of  the  instructor  concerned. 


VETERANS 

Veterans  who  are  applying  for  entrance  to  the  Graduate  School  for  the  first  time, 
under  P.  L.  550,  are  advised  to  consult  with  the  Registrar  of  the  Graduate  School  before 
the  beginning  of  registration  week.
